Wholesale 
price rise 
near record 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Wholesale 


prices boomed upward in January at the 
second highest monthly rate on record as 
the inflationary spiral stretched across 
the entire economy, the government said 
today. 


Sharply higher wholesale costs for 


farm products, industrial commodities, 
consumer finished goods and fuels 
pushed the wholesale price index up by 
a seasonally adjusted 3.1 per cent, a rise 
exceeded only by the record 6.2 per cent 
of last August. 


If January's rate is computed on an 


annual basis, it comes out to an annual 
rate of inflation of 37.2 per cent —3.1 per 
cent a month for 12 months. 


Wholesale prices, accelerating in the 


past few months, have risen at an annual 
rate of 32.3 per cent in the past three 
months, a record. In the past 12 months, 
they have gone up 20.8 per cent, the 
second highest rise for any 12-month 
period since October 1947. 


Wholesale price rises mean that the 


higher costs will be translated into 
higher retail prices in the weeks ahead, 
as inflation shows no letup for the 
consumer. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics said 


wholesale prices in January actually 
rose at a monthly rate of 3.5 per cent 
when usual seasonal influences are 
subtracted. 


Prices of farm products and processed 


foods and feeds jumped 5.1 per cent on 
a seasonally adjusted basis; industrial 
commodities 2.3 per cent and consumer 
finished goods 2.8 per cent. All three 
figures reflected an economy caught in 
a tremendous inflationary grip. 


A month earlier, wholesale prices 


went up 2.2 per cent. 


The Nixon administration has offered 


consumers hope that the price surge will 


let up in the second half of this year. 


The bureau said the wholesale cost of 


fuel accounted for almost 40 per cent of 
the jump in industrial commodities 
prices, with refined petroleum products 
leaping by 7.7 per cent and crude oil 22 
per cent. 


But fuels were not the only commodi- 


ties rising sharply. Nonferrous metals 
were up sharply. So were prices for 
chemicals, paper products and 
machinery. 


Of farm products, livestock prices 


jumped 15.4 per cent, milk 4.2 per cent, 
eggs 3.8 per cent, grains 8.9 per cent and 
fresh fruits and vegetables 7.5 per cent. 


In wholesale processed foods, prices of 


meats, poultry and fish were up 7.8 per 
cent, dairy products 2 per cent and 
processed fruits and vegetables 1.1 per 
cent. 


Wholesale prices of motor vehicles 


and equipment climbed 1.2 per cent as 
did prices of railroad equipment. The 
bureau also said other products caught 
up in the inflationary spiral included 
household and commercial furniture; 
appliances; floor coverings; metal 
household containers; dinnerware; tires 
and tubes; crude natural rubber; plastic 
film; shoes; leather goods, and toys and 
children's vehicles. 


The only industrial commodity group 


showing a decline in price was lumber 
and wood products, reflecting drops in 
the prices of softwood plywood and 
softwood lumber. 


The only farm product showing a 


decline was live poultry, which dropped 
nine tenths of one per cent. 


The bureau said that the price index 


climbed last month to 150.4 of the 1967 
average, meaning that on the whole it 
cost S15.04 to buy the same volume of 
wholesale goods that cost S10 in 1967.

CHICAGO (AP) —John Cardinal Cody 


of Chicago and another man believed to 
be his chauffeur have been robbed of 
S233 at gunpoint on a Near North Side 
street, police report. 


The crime took place Thursday night 


as the two men were walking from Holy 
Name Cathedral to an auto, officials 
said. 


Neither man was hurt. 
Police said Cardinal Cody, 66, had 


asked that no information be released 
about the crime, but when pressed by 
reporters officers provided some details 
of the incident. 


The robbers reportedly -ook S200 from 


the cardinal and S33 f ron< die other man, 
but did not take the cardinal's ring or 
pectoral cross, both symbols of his 
position. 


Two persons reportedly picked up by 


police were released after the cardinal 
failed to identify them as the robbers, 
officers said. 


Of the cardinal's request that the 


police report of the incident not be made 
public, Deputy Police Supt. Walter 
Vallee said, "If the victim wants to 
remain anonymous, we will do it. With 
unusual people, we acknowledge 
unusual requests." 
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No rationing for now, Lucey says 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) —Gov. Patrick 


Lucey restated Thursday that he felt 
gasoline rationing, even on a voluntary 
basis, would not be needed in Wisconsin 
for the time being. 


Lucey retained the view he expressed 


last week despite a cut in Wisconsin's 
gasoline allocation for this month from 
87.2 per cent of its Feburary,, 1972, 
consumption to 85.2 per cent. 


"I don't think the present situation 


justifies rationing," he said. "Any kind 
of rationing tends to distort...the 
operation of a free market- No matter 
how well you design it, there still are 
built-in inequities. 


The governor commented after meet- 


ing with state energy coordinator 
Stanley York following a visit to 
Washington by York to discuss the 
situation with federal officials. 


Lucey said federal officals used 


figures to determine this month's 
gasoline that state tax records indicate 
were two million gallons short of the 
state's actual demand for gasoline. 


The chief executive said Wisconsin 


will have to accept the lower allotment 
this month, but federal officials promise 
to be more careful id determining the 
state's fuel quotas in the future. 


York said federal officials were not 


able to fully explain how they decided to 


cut Wisconsin's allocation. 


The energy coordinator said one 


petroleum company has informed him it 
already has diverted 53,000 gallons of 
gasoline which had been destined for 
Wisconsin to states where quotas were 
expanded. 


Although the situation in Wisconsin 


will be "very tight" this month, York 
said, it will still be better than many 
other states. 


The embassy said four of the wounded

It reported: 
A Finnish captain was slightly injured 


Thursday afternoon when he detonated 
an antipersonnel mine in the field. A 
group of Finnish soldiers rushed to his 
rescue, and their vehicle hit an antitank 
mine, killing two of the men and injuring 
six others. 


An embassy spokesman said he did not 


know whether the mines had been laid by 
the Egyptians or the Israelis. But 
reports of the incident in Israeli 
newspapers said the minefield was 
Egyptian. 


Meanwhile, Damascus Radio reported 


that Syrian and Israeli tanks and 
artillery dueled for nearly two hours on 
the Golan Heights today after a clash in 
which four Israeli soldiers were killed. 


There was no comment from the 


Israeli military command. 


The official Syrian radio also reported 


the return of President Hafez Assad 
from Algiers and said his meeting there 
with three other Arab chiefs of state 
upheld the two principles endorsed at 
the Arab summit last November: 
complete Israeli withdrawal from Arab 
territory and guaranteeing the rights of 
the Palestinians "to their territory and 
homeland." 


The two principles were mentioned in 


the communique issued in Algiers 
Thursday by Assad, Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, King Faisal of Saudi 
Arabia and Algerian President Houari 
Boumedienne. But the emphasis put on 
them by Damascus Radio appeared to be 
a reminder of the Syrian regime's 
previous statements that it will not agree 
to a disengagement agreement with 
Israel unless Israel agrees to withdraw 
from all lands captured in the 1967 and 
1973 wars.

today shook parts of the Texas 
Panhandle and adjoining Oklahoma and 
Kansas areas, the U.S. Geological 
Service reported. 


The quake, recorded at 8:33 a.m. 


Texas time, registered an estimated 
magnitude of between 4 and 4.o on the 
Richter scale.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (AP) -Julie 


Nixon Eisenhower was in satisfactory 
condition today after undergoing 
surgery Thursday for removal of a 
benign "ovarian cyst, her White House 
doctor said. 


Dr. William Lukash gave the report 


after an early morning visit with the 
President's 25-year-old daughter at 
Indiana University Medical Center here. 
He came here with First Lady Pat Nixon 
from Key Biscayne, where they were 
with the President. 


Mrs. Eisenhower was in surgery for 44 


minutes Thursday night while two of the 
state's leading gynecologists stopped 
internal bleeding and removed the cyst. 


Mrs. Eisenhower is recovering in the 


powder-blue carpeted sixth floor 
executive suite. Mrs. Nixon and Julie's 
husband, David Eisenhower, are also 
staying at the hospital. 


Reached in Washington, Mrs. Nixon's 


press secretary, Helen Smith, said Julie 
was "in satisfactory condition"' and had 
been seen by the two specialists who 
performed the operation. 


"She did experience some pain and 


nausea during the night, but that was 
normal," Mrs. Smith reported. 


She said, "All vital signs are within 


normal range.'" 


Mrs. Eisenhower sat up in a chair for 


a brief period during the night, Mrs. 
Smith said, and was visited by both Mrs. 
Nixon and her husband during periods 
when she was awake. 


Mrs. Eisenhower had a liquid break- 


fast and expressed a desire to eat, which 
Mrs. Smith said was "a good sign." 


Her mother and husband had rushed 


by separate military jet planes to be at 
her side shortly after the operation. 


Mrs. Eisenhower had come to In- 


dianapolis for an editorial meeting of the 
Saturday Evening Post, where she is a 
S10,000-a-vear assistant editor. 


Dr. Cory SerVaas, wife of Curtis 


Publishing Co. board chairman Beurt 
SerVaas, said Mrs. Eisenhower became 
ill during the meeting and was taken to 
their home in the northwest Indianapolis 
suburbs. 
"Julie complained of pain in her lower 


back," Dr. SerVaas said. "She spent a 
restless night at our house and by 
Thursday noon she was in extreme 
pain." 


Dr. SerVaas took Julie to Dr. Sprague 


Gardiner, one of the state's leading 
gynecologists, who found substantial 
internal bleeding and had Mrs. 
Eisenhower admitted to Krannert 
Pavillion of the university's medical 
center. 


"At first we thought it was an ectopic 


pregnancy," Dr. SerVaas said. "But we 
found she" had a benign ovarian cyst. 


"The cyst was removed and the 


bleeding was stopped. Everything went 
well." 
Dr. SerVaas added the operation 


should not affect Julie's ability to bear 
children. 


Both Dr. SerVaas and hospital 


spokesman

Ullmann 


emphasized there was no tubular 
pregnancy, as some reports had stated. 


Protection for Agnew 
defended by Treasury 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The Treasury 


Department has refused to lift its Secret 
Service protection of former Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew, calling such 
protection "neither unprecedented nor 
unreasonable." 


The department made its position 


clear in a letter to Rep. John E. Moss, 
D-Calif., who had asked that the 
protection be terminated. 


However, top Treasury lawyers 


pointed out that Secret Service protec- 
tion was previously given to public 
officials outside the executive branch. 


The letter said such protection had 


been given Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., during the 1972 presidential 
campaign even though he was not a 
candidate, and that Sen. Hubert H. 


Humphrey, D-Minn., had an escort for 
six months following expiration of his 
term as vice president. 


"It is Treasury's position that we are 


carrying out a presidential order which 
is neither unprecedented 
nor 


unreasonable," said Edward C. 
Schumlts, general counsel for the 
department. 


Moss had demanded an end to the 


protection, citing an opinion from the 
General Accounting Office that "the 
presidential directive to the Secret 
Service request on such protection does 
not constitute legal authority to provide 
it."' 


However, the Treasury said, "the 


statutes are silent on affording Secret 
Service protection for former vice 


presidents of the United States." 


Agnew resigned his office last October 


10 after entering a plea of no contest to 
a charge of income tax evasion. 


The GAO, which is an arm of 


Congress, has reported that Agnew's 
protection cost nearly 590,000 from the 
date of his resignation through Dec. 15. 


Agnew is currently on an extended 


stay in California, accompanied, 
according to Moss, by from 12 to 21 
agents- 


Treasury sources say threats against 


Agnew were received immediately 
following his resignation but that there 
have been no threats for some time. 


The sources say, however, that Secret 


Service protection for Agnew probably 
will be withdrawn sometime in April. 


Republican Sen. George D. 
Aiken of Vermont, after 33 
years of service, announced 
Thursday that he will not seek 
re-election this year. Aiken, 
81, said in Washington, "my 
decision not to be a can- 
didate for another term was 
made some years ego. 


Jaworski moving to confrontation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With a 


strongly worded letter to the chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary committee, 
special Watergate prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski has moved toward a confron- 
tation with President Nixon. 


"It is now clear that evidence I deem 


material to our investigations will not be 
forthcoming," Jaworski said in a letter 
Thursday to Sen. James O. Eastland, 
D-Miss. The White House said the 
President himself made the decision to 
end cooperation with the investigations. 


Jaworski disclosed that the material 


the President had refused to supply- 
included the tapes of 27 presidential 
meetings and telephone calls related to 
the investigation of the Watergate 
break-in and cover-up. That number was 
far higher than had ever been indicated 
by the prosecutor's office. 


Jaworski said that in rejecting his 


requests, the White House had given no 
indication "any requested recording is 
either irrelevant to our inquiries or 
subject to some particularized 
privilege." 


Eastland was in Mississippi and had 


no immediate comment on the letter. 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., a 


judiciary committee member, said he 
would request an early meeting of the 
panel "to consider the ominous 
implications of Mr. Jaworski's letter." 


Deputy White House Press Secretary- 


Gerald L. Warren told newsmen at Key 
Biscayne, Fla., that the President had 
decided Jaworski already had received 
sufficient material "to allow the grand 
juries to proceed with their work without 
further delay." 


Asked if the President was consider- 


ing firing Jaworski, Warren said the 
question "is not before us; the situation 
hasn't been raised." 


It was after a confrontation over 


access to White House tapes that Nixon 
fired former special prosecutor 
Archibald Cox last October 20. 


Jaworski succeeded Cox. In testimony 


before the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
Jaworski said he had assurances of 
cooperation from the White House and 
would report any breakdown to the 
committee. 


Vice President Gerald R. Ford said 


Jaworski's letter indicates "that the 
White House has cooperated sufficiently 
for him to carry out his duties." 


Jaworski's letter said that while he 


has sufficient evidence for criminal 
indictments, "the (requested) material 


is important to a complete and thorough 
investigation and may contain evidence 
necessary for any future trials." 


Ford said, "I don't think the doors of 


the White House should be open for every 
piece of paper the committee wants. 
Those doors should not be open to any- 
fishing expedition." 


Meanwhile, the President's Watergate 


counsel, James D. St. Clair, was 
engaged in negotiations with the House 
Judiciary committee over access to 
White House files for the committee's 
impeachment inquiry. 


John Doar, chief counsel for the House 


inquiry, and Albert Jenner, minority 
counsel for the probe, told newsmen 
Thursday that St. Clair wanted as- 
surances that confidentiality of White 
House files would be protected. 


Friends give account of Solzhenitsyn's trip into exile 


BASEL, Switzerland (AP) —Ale- 


xander Solzhenitsyn arrived in Basel by 
train today en route to Zurich. He was 
accompanied by his Swiss lawyer and a 
woman interpreter. 


The Russian Nobel Prize winner, who 


was kicked out of the Soviet Union for his 
latest book about Stalinist labor camps, 
had spent two nights in the rural West 
German village of Langenbroich. 


Awaiting the exiled Soviet writer in 


the Swiss financial center were the large 
fortune his books have accumulated for 
him in the West and the voluminous 
records of lawyer Fritz Heeb's dealings 
on Solzhenitsyn's behalf with publishers 


in Europe and America for the past five 
years. 


It was not known how long Solzhenit- 


syn planned to stay in Switzerland. But 
Heeb indicated earlier that he would 
probably settle in Scandinavia. 


The Paris, newspaper France-Soir 


estimated that the writer has amassed at 
least $6 million in royalties from the 
publication of his books outside the 
Soviet bloc. 


Heeb has said that Solzhenitsyn told 


him two years ago that he wanted his 
royalties used for humanitarian pur- 
poses inside the Soviet Union. But that 
was in the days when the writer thought 


Soviet law protected him from expulsion 
and that he would live out his life in 
Russia. 


Solzhenitsyn talked by telephone with 


his wife in Moscow after he arrived in 
West Germany Wednesday, and they had 
another conversation for 25 minutes 
Thursday night, friends said. But his 
host in West Germany, novelist Heinrich 
Boll, told newsmen today Mrs. 
Solzhenitsyn would remain in Moscow 
until her husband finds a permanent 
home. 


"She does not want to travel to and fro 


between hotels with three children," 
Boll said. 


Tass, the official Soviet news agency, 


reported after Solzhenitsyn was expelled 
from the Soviet Union Wednesday that 
his family could join him "when they 
deem it necessary." 


The family includes the couple's three 


sons, Mrs. Solzhenitsyn's 11-year-old 
son by a previous marriage, and her 
widowed mother. Friends of the family 
thought the Soviet government would let 
all of them leave. 


Boll said Solzhenitsyn spent most of 


Thursday conferring with his attorney at 
Boll's country home in Langenbroich 
and now wants to decide in Zurich on his 
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future moves and where he will even- 
tually settle. 


"He wants to gain clarity about his 


entire situation," Boll said. "During his 
two days in Langenbroich, he used the 
time to recover physically and relax 
psychologically while making his first 
direct contacts in the West. 


"He had to collect himself first.... He 


has a good sense of humor. He is lively 
and very vital."

The telltale si^ns, ai, exemplified by the 
ad are: 


(1) "Creative" accounting. That table 


is very clever, for who's going to buy 
$24.50 of goods to make a S7 profit when 
he can make approximately 100 per cent 
if he goes up to $92,50? 


(2) Exaggerations. A free luxury mo- 


tor car if one sells enough cans of 
gasoline additive? Even a cockeyed 
optimist should have trouble believing 
that one. Manufacturer endorsed? Who? 
The hottest selling item in the field of 
automotive direct selling? Hardly . . . 


(3) Pregsure. The implication is that 


you must act ai once or you're barred. 
The offer will last for only 10 days. The 
pressure is intensified in follow-up let- 
ters to the sucker. 


(4) Duplicity. There are "free 


samples" offered to the skeptical -but 
the "free" samples cost S10.35. 


(5) Ease of operation. This is not in 


the composite ad above but it is in the 
letter the potential investor receives, 
assuring him that "you don't have to be 
a salesman in order to rake in those 
profits. 
Those 
unique formulas, 


together with the endorsement from the 
luxury motor car, practically sell 
themselves." 


The claims are all phony 


Here's what's wrong with this opera- 


lion: 


The earnings claims are phony. There 


is simply not this kind of money to be 
made through the sale of this sort of 
product. 


Despite a promise to the contrary, the 


company could not make good on a 
money refund guarantee to the investor 
(in this case, if he returned the product 
within 30 days). 


As 
for 
the 
manufacturer's en- 


dorsement touted in the promotional ad 
and literature, that was completely 
fictitious. 
In 
one 
instance, the 


manufacturer told the BBB that it was 


contemplating legal action against the 
promoters. 


How do you avoid being taken by this 


business opportunities swindle-as in 
others you've read this week? 


Verify the claims for the product. If 


it's a gasoline additive, talk to auto 
dealers. Check out the endorsements 
from manufacturers referred to in the 
literature. Ask the company represen- 
tative for the name of a person at the 
manufacturer's office to xvhom you can 
talk and with whom you can discuss 
your doubts. Do not permit yourself to 
be turned away. 


Ask the promoter for names and 


addresses of other distributors. Contact 
them to find out how much money they 
have made selling these products under 
average market conditions. 


Find out how many of these distribu- 


tors have been in operation for more 
than a year. A year should be long 
enough to determine whether or not the 
business can be a success. 


Talk with your lawyer, banker 


Discuss the investment and operation 


of the business with your own family, 
your lawyer, your local banker. 


Do not ever forget that a written 


guarantee is only as good as the com- 
pany behind it. If the company offering 
a "full refund" isn't in business, the 
offer is worthless.

But thanks to violence and intimidation, 
the strike was nearly totally effective 
for all interstate drivers, with members 
of the Teamsters union as well as 
independents pulling their rigs off the 
road. Not all the Colson-Nixon rhetoric 
can erase the truth of that.

years ago. the University of Wis- 
consin football team held its annual 
post-season banquet. To the surprise 
of the coaching staff, the 17 black 
players on the squad did not show 
up.Grievances of the blacks were 
later aired, and changes were 
instituted. 


But the attitude toward blacks on 


UW teams has not been quite the 
same since. 


The next fall, only three blacks, 


including future star tailback Rufus 
"Roadrunner" Ferguson, were on 
the 55-member freshman football 
squad. 


The number of blacks on the UW 


basketball team also fluctuated, and 
this season only two are on the 
17-man squad. 


Some blacks now feel the univer- 


sity may be discriminating against 
blacks in its recruiting efforts 
because of the unity they displayed 
in voicing their grievances in the 
late 1960s. 


The suggestion is flatly denied by 


Athletic Director Elroy Hirsch, 
Football Coach John Jardine, 
Basketball Coach John Powless, and 
UW Athletic Board Chairman 
Frederick Haberman. 


Mel Reddick, a bluechip prep 


athlete out of Chicago's Morgan 
Park in 1965 who later starred at 
Wisconsin, participated in the 
football dinner boycott in 196S. 


One of the reasons for the protest 


was to get the UW to hire black 


• counselors for black athletes. 


Reddick, now a UW law student, 
holds one of those counselor posi- 
tions. 


The 1968 team was plagued by far 


more than dissention caused by 
complaints of blacks. Coach John 
Coatta had just completed his 
second year at the helm and was 
0-19-1. He was fired after the next 
season after compiling a 3-26-1 
record. 


Reddick said he believes the UW, 


whether consciously or not, has 
failed to utilize its black athletes 
fully in its recruitment efforts. 


"Whether it's a 
subtle 


discrimination is hard to tell," 
Reddick said in an interview. "Since 
I96S, everything's been somewhat 
downhill for the black athlete at 
Wisconsin. It's kind of frightening." 


Haberman insists he has never 


heard Hirsch or anyone else in the 
athletic department advise Jardine 
or Powless "how to recruit, whom to 
recruit or where to recruit." 


Hirsch branded as "ridiculous" 


the suggestion that Wisconsin might 
be deliberately overlooking star 
black prep athletes. 


Hirsch said all his coaches "want 


the best teams they can get and they 
can't have good teams without the 
material." 


"We use all our athletes recruit- 


ing —black and white," he asserted. 


One reason Wisconsin has had 


difficulty attracting outstanding 
black athletes, he said, is that unlike 
Ohio, Michigan and Illinois, Wis- 
consin lacks cities the size of 
Chicago, Detroit and Cleveland and 


their large black populations. 


Jardine and Hirsch said Wiscon- 


sin, which has traditionally 
recruited heavily Ln Chicago, is now 
moving into the Detroit area. 


Powless said his former starting 


center, Al Henry, now a top scorer in 
the Eastern League, is on the alert 
for basketball players in the 
Philadelphia area who might want to 
attend Wisconsin. 


Lamont Weaver, one of the two 


black members of this year's team, 
said if there id discrimination 
against black recruits, he does not 
believe Powles can be blamed. 


"He has to listen to the alumni," 


Weaver said. "There's politics 
involved." 


Prof. James Jones, a member of 


the UW law faculty and the UW 
Athletic Board, and the first black to 
serve on either, said Reddick 
perhaps is correct in asserting that 
blacks should be used to a greater 
extent in recruiting efforts. 


But, Jones said, the "real ad- 


vances" will be made when Wis- 
consin has more blacks engaged 
fulltime in the administrative end of 
athletics. 


Jones, who attended the then all 


black Lincoln University in Jeffer- 
son City, Mo., in the 1940s, said 
schools must be ready to compete for 
the top black athletes if they want 
winning programs. 


"Was it startling that Michigan 


and Ohio State, when they played for 
the Big Ten championship last fall, 
each had a starting black quarter- 
back?" Jones asked.

Dairy co-ops to 
push for shift 
in milk prices

Wisconsin dairy co-op members will 


press Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. 
Butz to alter formulas used to deter- 
mine price support levels for butter, 
milk powder and cheese, which are 
scheduled to be announced in April, 
charging that present price plans are 
creating unstable markets for dairy 
products. 


"We've got a real dilemma in the 


butter market," said Charles Farr, 
Madison, director of the dairy division 
of Wisconsin Federation of Coopera- 
tives, noting that milk used in making 
butter and milk powder is worth less 
than an equal amount of milk used in 
making cheese because of unequal 
pricing under federal price support 
systems. 


Under present pricing 100 pounds of 


milk, at 3.5 per cent butterfat, is worth 
$8.53 if used to produce cheese but only 
$7.29 if used to produce butter and 
skim milk powder. 


"Our disparity is very great." 
And to secure milk supplies from 


farmers the plants producing butter 
and dry milk powder must match 
competitive pricing that is established 
for the higher-priced cheese market, 
explained Farr. 


The Minnesota-Wisconsin price for 


milk during December, a schedule 
which reflects the value of milk used 
in manufacturing, showed milk was 
marketed for S7.&4 per hundredweight.

State meat output

December compared to a year ago, 
according to a report of the Statistical 
Reporting Service, an arm of the 
federal and state agriculture depart- 
ments. 


"Meat production increased from 


November to December for cattle but 
decreased for hogs, calves and sheep 
and lambs," said the report. 


Wisconsin slaughtering plants killed 


109,000 cattle during December. That 
was 2,000 more than during November 
and 8,000 more than a year earlier. The 
average liveweight of cattle was 1,144 
pounds and was a 10-pound increase 
from the previous month. Total red 
meat production in December was 
close to 106.7 million pounds, said the 
report.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Gov. Patrick 


Lucey restated Thursday that he felt 
gasoline rationing, even on a voluntary 
basis, would not be needed in Wisconsin 
for the time being. 


Lucey retained the view he expressed 


last week despite a cut in Wisconsin's 
gasoline allocation for this month from 
87.2 per cent of its Feburary, 1972, 
consumption to 85.2 per cent. 


"I don't think the present situation 


justifies rationing," he said. "Any kind 
of rationing tends to distort...the 
operation of a free market. No matter 
how well you design it, there still are 
built-in inequities. 


The governor commented after meet- 


ing with state energy coordinator 
Stanley York following a visit to 
Washington by York to discuss the 
situation with federal officials. 


Lucey said federal officals used 


figures to determine this month's 
gasoline that state tax records indicate 
were two million gallons short of the 
state's actual demand for gasoline. 


The chief executive said Wisconsin 


will have to accept the lower allotment 
this month, but federal officials promise 
to be more careful in determining the 
state's fuel quotas in the future. 


York said federal officials were not 


able to fully explain how they decided to 


cut Wisconsin's allocation. 


The energy coordinator said one 


petroleum company has informed him it 
already has diverted 53,000 gallons of 
gasoline which had been destined for 
Wisconsin to states where quotas were 
expanded. 


Although the situation in Wisconsin 


will be "very tight" this month, York 
said, it will still be better than many 
other states. 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Wholesale 


prices boomed upward in January at the 
second highest monthly rate on record as 
the inflationary spiral stretched across 
the entire economy, the government said 
today. 


Sharply higher wholesale costs for 


farm products, industrial commodities, 
consumer finished goods and fuels 
pushed the wholesale price index up by 
a seasonally adjusted 3.1 per cent, a rise 
exceeded only by the record 6.2 per cent 
of last August. 


If January's rate is computed on an 


annual basis, it comes out to an annual 
rate of inflation of 37.2 per cent —3.1 per 
cent a month for 12 months. 


Wholesale prices, accelerating in the 


past few months, have risen at an annual 
rate of 32.3 per cent in the past three 
months, a record. In the past 12 months, 
they have gone up 20.8 per cent, the 
second highest rise for any 12-month 
period since October 1947. 


Wholesale price rises mean that the 


higher costs will be translated into 
higher retail prices in the weeks ahead, 
as inflation shows no letup for the 
consumer. 
- The Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
wholesale prices in January actually 
rose at a monthly rate of 3.5 per cent 
when usual seasonal influences are 
subtracted. 


Prices of farm products and processed 


foods and feeds jumped 5.1 per cent on 
a seasonally adjusted basis; industrial 
commodities 2.3 per cent and consumer 
finished goods 2.8 per cent. AH three 
figures reflected an economy caught in 
a tremendous inflationary grip. 


A month earlier, wholesale prices 


went up 2.2 per cent. 


The Nixon administration has offered 


consumers hope that the price surge will 


let up in the second half of this year. 


The bureau said the wholesale cost of 


fuel accounted for almost 40 per cent of 
the jump in industrial commodities 
prices, with refined petroleum products 
leaping by 7.7 per cent and crude oil 22 
per cent. 


But fuels were not the only commodi- 


ties rising sharply. Nonferrous metals 
were up sharply. So were prices for 
chemicals, paper products and 
machinery. 


Of farm products, livestock prices 


jumped 15.4 per cent, milk 4.2 per cent, 
eggs 3.8 per cent, grains 8.9 per cent and 
fresh fruits and vegetables 7.5 per cent. 


In wholesale processed foods, prices of 


meats, poultry and fish were up 7.8 per 
cent, dairy products 2 per cent and 
processed fruits and vegetables 1.1 per 
cent. 


Wholesale prices of motor vehicles 


and equipment climbed 1.2 per cent as 
did prices of railroad equipment. The 
bureau also said other products caught 
up in the inflationary spiral included 
household and commercial furniture; 
appliances; floor coverings; metal 
household containers; dinnerware; tires 
and tubes; crude natural rubber; plastic 
film; shoes; leather goods, and toys and 
children's vehicles. 


The only industrial commodity group 


showing a decline in price was lumber 
and wood products, reflecting drops in 
the prices of softwood plywood and 
softwood lumber. 


The only farm product showing a 


decline was live poultry, which dropped 
nine tenths of one per cent.

Mrs. Eisenhower was in surgery for 44 


minutes Thursday night while two of the 
state's leading gynecologists stopped 
internal bleeding and removed the cyst. 


Mrs. Eisenhower is recovering in the 


powder-blue carpeted sixth floor 
executive suite. Mrs. Nixon and Julie's 
husband, David Eisenhower, are also 
staying at the hospital. 


Reached in Washington, Mrs. Nixon's 


press secretary, Helen Smith, said Julie 
was "in satisfactory condition" and had 
been seen by the two specialists who 
performed the operation. 


"She did experience some pain and 


nausea during the night, but that was 
normal," Mrs. Smith reported. 


She said, "All vital signs are within 


normal range." 


Mrs. Eisenhower sat up in a chair for 


a brief period during the night, Mrs. 
Smith said, and was visited by both Mrs. 
Nixon and her husband during periods 
when she was awake. 


Mrs. Eisenhower had a liquid break- 


fast and expressed a desire to eat, which 
Mrs. Smith said was "a good sign." 


Her mother and husband had rushed 


by separate military jet planes to be at 
her side shortly after the operation. 


Mrs. Eisenhower had come to In- 


dianapolis for an editorial meeting of the 
Saturday Evening Post, where she is a 
$10,OQO-a-year assistant editor. 


Dr. Cory SerVaas, wife of Curtis 


Publishing Co. board chairman Beurt 
SerVaas, said Mrs. Eisenhower became 
ill during the meeting and was taken to 
their home in the northwest Indianapolis 
suburbs. 


"Julie complained of pain in her lower 


back," Djr. SerVaas said. "She spent a 
restless night at our house and by 
Thursday noon she was in extreme 
pain." 


Dr. SerVaas took Julie to Dr. Sprague 


Gardiner, one of the state's leading 
gynecologists, who found substantial 
internal bleeding and had Mrs. 
Eisenhower admitted to Krannert 
Pavillion of the university's medical 
center. 


"At first we thought it was an ectopic 


pregnancy," Dr. SerVaas said. "But we 
found she had a benign ovarian cyst. 


"The cyst was removed and the 


bleeding was stopped. Everything went 
well." 


Dr. SerVaas added the operation 


should not affect Julie's ability to bear 
children.

Protection for Agnew

Department has refused to lift its Secret 
Service protection of former Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew, calling such 
protection "neither unprecedented nor 
unreasonable." 


The department made its position 


clear in a letter to Rep. John E. Moss, 
D-Calif., who had asked that the 
protection be terminated. 


However, top Treasury lawyers 


pointed out that Secret Service protec- 
tion was previously given to public 
officials outside the executive branch. 


The letter said such protection had 


been given Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., during the 1972 presidential 
campaign even though he was not a 
candidate, and that Sen. Hubert H. 


Humphrey, D-Minn., had an escort for 
six months following expiration of his 
term as vice president. 


"It is Treasury's position that we are 


carrying out a presidential order which 
is neither 
unprecedented 
nor 


unreasonable," said Edward C. 
Schumlts, general counsel for the 
department. 


Moss had demanded an end to the 


protection, citing an opinion from the 
General Accounting Office that "the 
presidential directive to the Secret 
Service request on such protection does 
not constitute legal authority to provide 
it." 


However, the Treasury said, "the 


statutes are silent on affording Secret 
Service protection for former vice 


presidents of the United Si 


Agnew resigned his office last October 


10 after entering a plea of no contest to 
a charge of Income tax evasion.

Joworski moving to confrontation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With a 


strongly worded letter to the chairman 
of the Senate Judiciary committee, 
special Watergate prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski has moved toward a confron- 
tation with President Nixon. 


"It is now clear that evidence I deem 


material to our investigations will not be 
forthcoming," Jaworski said in a letter 
Thursday to Sen. James O. Eastland, 
D-Miss. The White House said the 
President himself made the decision to 
end cooperation with the investigations. 


Jaworski disclosed that the material 


the President had refused to supply- 
included the tapes of 27 presidential 
meetings and telephone calls related to 
the investigation of the Watergate 
break-in and cover-up. That number was 
far higher than had ever been indicated 
by the prosecutor's office. 


Jaworski said that in rejecting his 


requests, the White House had given no 
indication "any requested recording is 
either irrelevant to our inquiries or 
subject to some particularized 
privilege." 


Eastland was in Mississippi and had 


no immediate comment on the letter. 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., a 


judiciary committee member, said he 
would request an early meeting of the 
panel "to consider the ominous 
implications of Mr. Jaworski's letter." 


Deputy White House Press Secretary 


Gerald L. Warren told newsmen at Key 
Biscayne, Fla., that the President had 
decided Jaworski already had received 
sufficient material "to allow the grand 
juries to proceed with their work without 
further delay." 


Asked if the President was consider- 


ing firing Jaworski, Warren said the 
question "is not before us; the situation 
hasn't been raised." 


It was after a confrontation over 


access to White House tapes that Nixon 
fired former special prosecutor 
Archibald Cox last October 20.

Jaworski succeeded Cox. In testimony 


before the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
Jaworski said he had assurances of 
cooperation from the White House and 
would report any breakdown to the 
committee. 


Vice President Gerald R. Ford said 


Jaworski's letter indicates "that the 
White House has cooperated sufficiently 
for him to carry out his duties." 


Jaworski's letter said that while he 


has sufficient evidence for criminal 
indictments, "the (requested) material 


is important to a complete and thorough 
investigation and may contain evidence 
necessary for any future trials." 


Ford said, "I don't think the doors of 


the White House should be open for every 
piece of paper the committee wants". 
Those doors should not be open to anv 
fishing expedition." 


Meanwhile, the President's Watergate 


counsel, James D. St. Clair, was 
engaged in negotiations with the House 
Judiciary committee over access to 
White House files for the committee's 
impeachment inquiry. 


John Doar, chief counsel for the House 


inquiry, and Albert Jenner, minority- 
counsel for the probe, told newsmen 
Thursday that St. Clair wanted as- 
surances that confidentiality of White 
House files would be protected. 


Friends give account of Solzhenitsyn's trip into exile 


BASEL, Switzerland (AP) -Ale- 


xander Solzhenitsyn arrived in Basel by 
train today en route to Zurich. He was 
accompanied by his Swiss lawyer and a 
woman interpreter. 


The Russian Nobel Prize winner, who 


was kicked out of the Soviet Union for his 
latest book about Stalinist labor camps, 
had spent two nights in the rural West 
German village of Langenbroich. 


Awaiting the exiled Soviet writer in 


the Swiss financial center were the large 
fortune his books have accumulated for 
him in the West and the voluminous 
records of lawyer Fritz Heeb's dealings 
on Sol^nitsyn's behalf with publishers 


in Europe and America for the past five 
years. 


It was not known how long Solzhenit- 


syn planned to stay in Switzerland. But 
Heeb indicated earlier that he would 
probably settle in Scandinavia. 


The Paris newspaper France-Soir 


estimated that the writer has amassed at 
least $6 million in royalties from the 
publication of his books outside the 
Soviet bloc. 


Heeb has said that Solzhenitsyn told 


him two years ago that he wanted his 
royalties used for humanitarian pur- 
poses inside the Soviet Union. But that 


in the days when the writer thought 


Soviet law protected him from expulsion 
and that he would live out his life in 
Russia. 


Solzhenitsyn talked by telephone with 


his wife in Moscow after he arrived in 
West Germany Wednesday, and they had 
another conversation for 25 minutes 
Thursday night, friends said. But his 
host in West Germany, novelist Heinrich 
Boll, told newsmen today Mrs. 
Solzhenitsyn would remain in Moscow 
until her husband finds a permanent 
home. 


"She does not want to travel to and fro 


between hotels with three children," 


said. 


Tass, the official Soviet news agency, 


reported after Solzhenitsyn was expelled 
from the Soviet Union Wednesday that 
his family could join him "when they 
deem it necessary." 


The family includes the couple's three 


sons, Mrs. Solzhenitsyn's 11-year-old 
son by a previous marriage, and her 
widowed mother. Friends of the family 
thought the Soviet government would let 
all of them leave. 


Boll said Solzhenitsyn spent most of 


^Thursday conferring with his attorney at 


Boll's country home in Langenbroich 
«nd now wants to decide in Zurich on his'' 


future moves and where he w,15 even- 
tually settle. 


"He wants to gain clarity about his 


entire situation," Boll said. "During his 
two days in Langenbroich, he used the 
time to recover physically and relax 
psychologically while making his first 
direct contacts in the West.

Energy crisis 'muddling' seen by Aspin 
Froehlich

The Nixon administration — with 


large doses of conservation measures 
aimed at consumers but little else —is 
"hoping it can muddle through" the 
energy crisis without having to do 
much else. 


That's the way U. S. Rep. I^s Aspin, 


D-Racine, sees it. He has been a 
frequent critic of the oil industry and 
the administration's efforts to meet the 
energy crisis. 


Aspin was speaking on the energy 


crisis at the Lawrence University union 
this week. It was the third talk and 
question-and-answer session he had 
gone through during his one-week 
sojourn at the university. 


"It's clear that they're (administra- 


tion officials) playing it by ear" and 
"hoping they aren't going to have to do 


something," he said, asserting'that 
public pressure resulting from some 
shortages and price increases probably 
won't be enough to force major action. 


Only when "people get angry 


enough" will the administration push 
for major changes, like rationing, oil 
industry control and more. 


The President's first two speeches on 


energy were loaded with "oodles of 
good, great ideas about what the con- 
sumer can do" to cut down on the use 
of energy, he said, but little on what 
the oil industry can do. 


Aspin related that to the $3.5 million 


in 1972 campaign contributions the 
President received from the oil in- 
dustry. 


"You know when people give lots of 


money . . . they don't do it because 
they think he's a swell fella," he told 
the largely student audience assembled 


in the union. "They want something 
favorable," he continued. 


He said earlier, however, that 


although he feels the energy crisis is 
' largely the result of too little control 
by government and too many advan- 
tages for the oil industry, there has 
never been any evidence shown of 
collusion between the industry and 
government or among the oil com- 
panies themselves. 


But the heavy contributions to Nixon 


hi 1972 represent a "horrible kind of 
intertwining," he said. 


Answering the only question that did 


not deal with the energy crisis, Aspin 
said that if the roll call was taken 
today, he'd vote for the impeachment 
of Richard Nixon. 


The First District congressman said 


five things must be done to meet the 
energy crisis: 


• More information on reserves, 


production, refinery capacity and more 
must be received from the oil industry. 


• There must be an excess profits 


tax on the oil industry, which would 
act mainly to stimulate further 
exploration and research. 


• Foreign tax credits for oil com- 


panies must be eliminated. In a press 
release from his Washington office 
today, Aspin said this $3 billion tax 
loophole could be closed simply 
through a change in Internal Revenue 
Service regulations. . 


• A program for the development of 


new, non-fossi! fuel sources of energy 
must be started. 


• The relationship between the 


government, consumer and big oil 
must be defined. Aspin called this the 
most crucial question. 


Aspin said he wasn't sure what the 


relationship should be. Nationalization 
of the oil industry shouldn't take place, 
however. 


"Government can't run its own 


business; it shouldn't run the oil 
business," said Aspin. 


Breaking up the industry —separat- 


ing the production, refining, transpor- 
tation and other aspects from one 
another to stimulate competition — 
might also destroy the savings that 
come through size. 


Other proposals — regulatory agen- 


cies, consumer and 
government 


representation on oil company boards 
of directors — have also surfaced in 
Washington. 


There are many alternatives to this 


and other problems making up the 
energy crisis, Aspin said.

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Little Wolf 
board to fill 
staff needs

MANAWA —Additional faculty to be 


hired for the 1974-75 school year was 
decided by the Board of Education of 
the Little"Wolf School District at this 
week's meeting. 


The school district will employ a 


speech therapist full time next year, a 
50 per cent increase over the present 
year. This request of Dr. Robert G. 
Ames, superintendent, was granted in 
compliance with Chapter 89 which 
provides for equal educational oppor- 
tunities for all children between the 
aages of 3 and 21. This state statute is 
to be in effect in all school districts by 
1975. 


One full time guidance counselor will 


be hired for kindergarten through 
grade 8 and the elementary guidance 
counselor through the intern program 
will be continued. A request for a 
remedial reading teacher for grades 
kindergarten through third grade, one 
day a week, was also granted. This 
step was taken to meet the state stan- 
dard which is part of the new 13 stan- 
dards that must be in effect by the 
1975-76 school year. 


Request for art and vocal music for 


kindergarten through grade six were 
postponed. Further evaluations are 
needed for interns for industrial arts 
and science-math; special education, 7 
- 12; part time safety and health co 
ordinators and summer driver educa- 
tion instructors. 


The school board accepted the resig- 


nations of three teachers effective at the 
end of the school year; George Lehto, 
guidance counselor, driver education 
and audio-visual instructor; Amy 
Kraemer, special education teacher, 
and 
Rita Wonoski, kindergarten 


teacher. 


Inservice council in compliance with 


the new state standards was approved 
by the school board and superintendent. 
The council will consist of seven 
members headed by Ames with two 
representatives from each school in the 
district. Terms will be for two years 
except the first year when three 
members will have or.e-year terms. 
Members will be reimbursed by the 
district at the rate of $5 per meeting. 
Ames said he anticipated about five 
meetings per school year. 


The council will conduct needs as- 


sessment for inservice training and list 
priorities and objectives, then plan the 
program and evaluate the progress. The 
group will also have to evaluate the 
program of each individual teacher in 
meeting the inservice requirements set 
by the state. 


Clerk James Loughrin also notified 


the school board that Carl Dretzke, a 
candidate for area 1, city of Manawa 
has withdrawn his name from the ballot 
for school board election. Remaining on 
the ballot is Mrs. Patricia Jepson now 
running unopposed as are the other 
three candidates who are all incum- 
bents. They are Loughrin, area 6;

"It seems to me that when the Federal 


Energy Office is undertaking measures 
as serious as tnese they should provide 
clear and complete information to the 
appropriate officials before the actions 
go into effect," the Wisconsin 
Republican said.

"discriminatory, unclear and without 
adequate justification." It takes 
previously allocated gasoline away iron 
10 states and gives it to 12 other states and 
the District of Columbia.

Working with Danielson are Mrs. 


Shirley Essmann, coordinating teacher 
for girls participating in office oc- 
cupations; Craig Hodne, coordinating 
teacher for boys participating in 
trades; and Dave Bowers, coordinating 


j teacher for boys \in agricultural fields. 


Danielson said, "This is the first 


time that a cooperative education 
program has been offered for this 
length of time in Clintonville. The 
success of this semester's program 
will to a large extent determine the 
success of future cooperative education 
programs. 


"Much time and effort have been 


spent by the teachers to make the 
program successful, and I'm sure the 
students involved will represent their 
high school well while on the job." 


The only criterion, for students in the 


program is that they must be seniors 
in their second semester who have 
made a tentative commitment to seek 
employment in that kind of occupation 
for which they are receiving training 
or have tentatively agreed to seek ad- 
ditional training beyond the high 
school level such as at Fox Valley 
Technical Institute.

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -About five 


vears ago, the University of Wis- 
consin football team held its annual 
post-season banquet. To the surprise 
of the coaching staff, the 17 black 
players on the squad did not show 
up.Grievances of the blacks were 
later aired, and changes were 
instituted. 


But the attitude toward blacks on 
W teams has not been quite the 
same since. 


The next fall, only three blacks, 


including future star tailback Rufus 
"Roadranner" Ferguson, were on 
the 55-member freshman football 
squad. 


The number of blacks on the U\V 


basketball team also fluctuated, and 
this season only two are on the 
17-man squad. 


Some blacks now feel the univer- 


sity may be discriminating agamst 
blacks in its recruiting efforts 
because of the unity they displayed 
in voicing their grievances in the 
late 1960s. 
The suggestion is flatly denied by 


Athletic Director Elroy Hirsch, 
Football Coach John Jardine, 
Basketball Coach John Powless, and 
L"\V Athletic Board Chairman 
Frederick Haberman. 


Mel Reddick, a bluechip prep 


athlete out ef Chicago's Morgan 
Park in 1965 who later starred at 
Wisconsin, participated in the 
football dinner boycott in 196S. 


One of the reasons for the protest 


was to gel the UW to hire black 
counselors for black athletes. 


Reddick, now a UW law student, 
holds one of those counselor posi- 
tions. 


The 1968 team was plagued by far 


more than disseetion caused by 
complaints of blacks. Coach John 
Coatta had just completed his 
second year at the helm and was 
0-19-1. He was fired after the next 
season after compiling a 3-26-1 
record. 


Reddick said he believes the UW, 


whether consciously or not, has 
failed to utilize its black athletes 
fully in its recruitment efforts. 


"Whether it's a 
subtle 


discrimination is hard to tell," 
Reddick said in an interview. "Since 
1968, everything's been somewhat 
downhill for the black athlete at 
Wisconsin. It's kind of frightening." 


Haberman insists he has never 


heard Hirsch or anyone else in the 
athletic department advise Jardine 
or Powless "how to recruit, whom to 
recruit or where to recruit." 


Hirsch branded as "ridiculous" 


the suggestion that Wisconsin might 
be deliberately overlooking star 
black prep athletes. 


Hirsch said all his coaches "want 


the best teams they can get and they 
can't have good teams without the 
material." 


"We use all our athletes recruit- 


ing —black and white," he asserted. 


One reason Wisconsin has had 


difficulty attracting outstanding 
black athletes, he said, is that unlike 
Ohio, Michigan and Illinois, Wis- 
consin lacks cities the size of 
Chicago, Detroit and Cleveland and 


their large black populations. 


Jardine and Hirsch said Wiscon- 


sin, which has traditionally 
recruited heavily in Chicago, is now 
moving into the Detroit area. 


Powless said his former starting 


center, Al Henry, now a top scorer in 
the Eastern League, is on the alert 
for basketball players in the 
Philadelphia area who might want to 
attend Wisconsin. 


Lamont Weaver, one of the two 


black members of this year's team, 
said if there id discrimination 
against black recruits, he does not 
believe Powles can be blamed. 


"He has to listen to the alumni," 


Weaver said. "There's politics 
involved." 


Prof. James Jones, a member of 


the UW law faculty and ihe UW 
Athletic Board, and the first black to 
serve on either, said Reddick 
perhaps is correct in asserting that 
blacks should be used to a greater 
extent in recruiting efforts. 


But, Jones said, the "real ad- 


vances" will be made when Wis- 
consin has more blacks engaged 
fulliime in the administrative end of 
athletics. 


Jones, who attended the then all 


black Lincoln University in Jeffer- 
son City, Mo., in the 1940s, said 
schools must be ready to compete for 
the top black athletes if they want 
winning programs. 


"Was it startling that Michigan

' BENTON HARBOR, Mich. —Being a 
wise food shopper is just a start in 
dealing with rising food costs. You 
should also cultivate the storage ins- 
tincts of a squirrel. 


Provide your home with enough cold 


storage space to adequately preserve 
fresh and frozen grocery items. And, 
keep both the refrigerator- freezer 
compartments and separate freezer cold 
enough to do the job of maintaining 
quality and flavor. 


Yet when setting ths controls, how 


cold is cold enough? In the refrigera- 
tor's fresh food section, a simple answer 
is when milk is very cold to drink. In the 
ffeezer or freezer compartment, ice 
cream should be firm. 
,Keep all foods covered. Cold air is 
drier than warm air so food will dry out 
when not covered. 
"Refrigerator-freezer 
and freezer 


space, like closet space, should be or- 
ganized so you know what's on the shelf- 
Hoods that get shoved to the back of the 
sfielf and lost will have to be thrown out, 
increasing waste. 


Fresh food should be stored ready for 


the table. Fruits and vegetables can be 
washed and ready to eat. Leafy vegeta- 
bles in particular need high humidity- 
storage, and washing adds needed 
moisture. Then wrap them in plastic or 
store ir< a sealed crisper. 


Meat, vegetables, in fact, almost 


everything keeps better and longer at 
lower temperatures, and it may take a 
modern no-frost refrigerator-freezer to 
maintain uniform, low temperature. 


The system that makes it no-frost has 
more capacity for cooling and spreads 
the cold air uniformly. 


In this era of frozen foods, if you still 


have a manual defrost freezer compart- 
ment, you should be aware that you 
really do not have a freezer. Instead it's 
just a compartment to hold frozen foods 
for a short while. A refrigerator-freezer 
is a big factor in food bills: a too warm, 
too small refrigerator can increase the 
number of necessary store trips each 
week, wasting both time and gasoline.

of the upper teeth of a murder suspect. 
It matched a bite mark on the victim's 
leg, and the suspect was convicted. 


In 1970 four members of a New 


Canaan, Conn:, family were found 
brutally slain in their home. The 
weapons bore no fingerprints, nor were 
there signs of a forced entry. 


Luntz identified a bite mark on a girl's 


left breast as belonging to her brother. 
Although the youth was found not guilty 
by reason of insanity, Luntz said the case 
pioneered the use of tooth prints in 
criminal cases. 
x 


The FBI reported a case in which 


a burglar chewed on some cheese while 
plying his trade. When confronted with 
a model of his bent teeth taken from the 
cheese, the burglar confessed, Luntz 
said. 


The case for dentistry in criminal 


identification is strong. Teeth, jaws and 
fillings can produce over 2% billion 
different impressions, Luntz said. "It 
can be safely assumed that no two 
mouths are identical." 


And the human tooth, while exten- 


sively attacked by diseases in life, is the 
least destructible portion of the human 
body after death. 


Luntz's arguments for dental iden- 


tification were put to the test in June 1971 
when an Allegheny Airlines plane 
crashed near Tweed-New Haven, Conn., 
Airport, killing 28 of the 31 persons 
aboard. 


Twenty-seven bodies were burned 


beyond recognition and fingerprint 
identification was impossible. The 
Connecticut Dental Disaster Squad, a 


group of 18 volunteer dentists organized 
bv Luntz in 1969, was called in. 
"Using the airline passenger list and 
the victims' dental records, the dentists 
in two days identified all 28 bodies. 


Luntz uses sophisticated photographic 


equipment in his dental identification 
work. In Portland, Conn., Luntz was 
asked to identify a female skeleton 
thought to be a missing 20-year-old, ihe 
girl's family couldn't supply a dental 
record, but had a number of pho- 
tographs. He examined her protrusive 
front teeth and concluded that the 
skeleton was not the missing girl. 


Luntz's work has qualified him as a 


police surgeon with the Connecticut 
state police, and deputy sheriff in Pima 
County, Ariz., a title he shares proudly 
with Wyatt Earp. 


Abroad, Luntz has worked with 


Japanese, Hong Kong, British, Scottish, 
Belgians Swiss and Puerto Rican police 
departments. 


Between traveling and his office work, 


Luntz and his wife Phyllis wrote the first 
textbook on the techniques of forensic 
dentistry, "A Handbook for Dental 
Identification." 


While filling cavities pays the bills, 


Luntz says, he admits he likes the "more 
dramatic aspects of dentistry."

NEENAH —"If you came to hear all 


about the opera because I'm an 
authority, you are wasting your time. 
I'm an authority on where I live and on 
my work, and I live in New York and 
the Metropolitan Opera is "the city" 
where I work," Henry Butler told 
Tuesday Club members this week at a 
meeting at the Bo\s Brigade Building. 


"The Met," Butler, one of the stage 


directors explained, is a "city within a 
city" with 1.200 inhabitants. It differs 
from other small cities in that it has 
eight wig makers, 26 tailors and 48 
cleaning ladies. However, in their 
concern for one another, the residents 
of "the city" are much like that of any 
small community, he said. 


In this way, the Metropolitan Opera 


is similar to ones throughout the 
world, Butler said, and he added that 
when he worked at the Weisbaden 
Qpera House in Germany just after 
World War II, members of the com- 
pany even posted their own guards to 
protect "their city" from looting. 


There are almost always 98 to 100 


visitors to "my city," Butler said, and 
they have one thing in common. "They 
all sing." 


Butler said he came to "the city" in 


1961 when he was asked to direct "Girl 
of the Golden West." 


That was after the offer had been 


made to five other directors and they 
were desperate, Butler added. 


Butler explained there are three 


kinds of productions including new- 
ones, revivals, 
and "blow-the-dust- 


offs." He devoted almost all of his time 
on new productions since revivals 
require far less time and "blow-the- 
dust-off" operas are barely rehearsed, 
leaving much of the chance of success 
to a competent chorus. 


A good chorus is a "walking 


library." said Butler. A director will 
rely on members, asking them to show 
what they have done before and then 
making only minute changes. Older 
chorus members instruct younger 
ones. 


Leading singers are necessarily 


booked far 
in advance 
for new 


productions. The next step is choosing 
a-scenery designer who must be seen 
many 
times 
before 
preliminary 


sketches are made. In this way the 
feeling of the opera can be interpreted.

Directors and designers are prac- 


tical, said Butler, and he disclaimed 
the rumor that great sums are wasted. 
Ail schedules are studied so there are 
no waiting times since large crews 
must be paid, and wasted time is 
wasted money. 


Butler explained that a director goes 


by the score, listening to it by the 
hour. A good director can hear the 
composer "talking," hear when there 
should be motion on stage and when 
there should be silence. 


"Mozart can tell you what to do; you 


can hear it." 


Butler said he does not believe in 


using innovations in presenting clas- 
sics such as "La Boheme" that takes 
place in a certain time and at a certain 
place in history'. Opera can be moved 
if vou don't disturb the base, he said, 
but masterpieces don't need pepping 
up.Tne work of a stage director is that 
of an explainer, or guide, Butler said, 
and added that his natural talent for 
directing first showed up when he in- 
terpreted directions from teachers for 
his fellow kindergarten classmates. 


After the stage director and set 


designer have decided upon scenery, 
the plan must be presented to the 
director of the opera company. Butler 
said that Sir Bing had no visual sense, 
and at one time he had a college art 
student interpret his ideas for him 
before presenting them to the famous 
man. 


After "lots of homework," stage 


meetings include all representatives 
from all branches of opera production, 
including costumes, choreography, and 
offices. Rehearsals must be planned 
around the stars because they are paid • 
only 
for performances 
and 
are 


therefore not anxious to rehearse. 
Chorus members and stage hands are 
paid by the hour. 


"The logistics for an opera are like 


those of moving an army on D-Day," 
Butler said. Rehearsals begin on a 
secondary stage. Later, they are coor- 
dinated "and moved to "the largest 
operatic stage in the world." 


Butler said the first time on the big 


stage is terrifying- It is the custom to 
introduce 
new directors 
to 
the 


hundreds he will be working with and 
then he hears the words, "The stage is 


yours." 


The director said he attempts to 


quickly learn the names of all of the 
members of the chorus so he can call 
them by name and save valuable time. 


No first-rate performer ever comes 


to the opera unprepared, Butler said. 
They may be bullheaded, stubborn or 
temperamental, but they are never 
stupid. He praised the great stars, 
saying their voices are the world's 
finest, most delicate instruments. A 
good operatic star respects and cares 
for voice and health. 


Because in an opera house of any 


size music cannot be heard from all 
parts of the stage, prompters are 
necessary. Also, "thank God for con- 
tact lenses," Butler said, "as I believe 
nine-tenths of all singers are blind as 
bats." 


During the final week before opening 


curtain, piano dress rehearsals are 
conducted to iron out final problems- 
Full orchestra dress rehearsals follow. 
There always is a day between final 
rehearsal and opening so performers 
can rest. Operatic singing requires 
enormous physical ouput, Butler said. 


The stage director's contract ends 


the dav of dress rehearsal and he is not 
even required to attend the opening... 
but Butler does. An assistant takes 
over, and it would be unlikely that the 
director would be called back, even if 
the opera runs a long time. 


Butler talked about "the ladies and 


gentlemen" he deals with. Robert 
Merrill may have been happier as a 
baseball plaver after all, he joked. 
Once Merrill" has learned to perform 
an action, it is almost impossible to 
re-educate him to do it differently, he 
said. 


He told of "the saints" among 


operatic stars, including Franco 
Corelli and Dorothy Kirsten. He men- 
tioned the almost heroic efforts of 
Montserrat Caballe. who went through 
with a scene requiring her to drop to 
her knees, even though it caused her 
great pain due to earlier leg injuries. 


At the "old Met" and the new one in 


Lincoln Center, Butler has worked with 
many of the "greats," including 
Richard Tucker, Joan Sutherland, Tito 
Gobfai, James McCracken, Eleanor 
Steber, Regina Resnik, Leontyne Price 
and many more.

beyond her years. 


Named Alice in Dairyland last June 


15, Mary already has logged between 
50,000 and 60,00o' miles in her travels. 
As good will ambassadress she's told 
audiences how to use the state's dairy 
products with flair. 


"People are looking for the best nu- 


tritional value for the money," she 
offered, when asked if prohibitive 
prices will cause a decline in cheese 
sales. 


One of the hints she willingly offers

The plight of service station operators

The chances of a massive gasoline 


station shutdown similar to the recent 
truckers' protest appear unlikely, but 
many stations are reducing hours and 
have less gasoline to sell because of 
the lower allociation to Wisconsin. 


Also, while some stations have 


adequate supplies and profit margins, 
others say they are barely existing 
under the present circumstances and 
cannot continue much longer. 


Ed Piche, president of the Brown 


County Gasoline Retailers Association, 
said today that he expected a massive 
shutdown possibly by Monday, if 
appropriate people didn't start listen- 
ing to the complaints of the station 
operators. 


He said operators are demanding 


that Phase 4 price controls be 
eliminated and that the major oil 
companies be investigated thoroughly 
to bring about fairer distribution and 


pricing of gasoline. 
Piche said the first indication of 


support sought will be sympathy for 
the plight from "a senate committee" 
which Art C. Johnson, executive vice 
president of the Retail 
Gasoline 


Dealers Association of Wisconsin, was 
to testify before this morning. 


Johnson was en route to Madison this 


morning and couldn't be reached, but 
he said Thursday night in Green Bay 
that although there was talk of a total 
shutdown of stations, this was not be- 
ing encouraged by the association. 


A spot check of Fox Cities stations 


this morning indicated that a massive 
shutdown 
without association 
en- 


dorsement was highly unlikely. 


Jack Zentner, Oshkosh, state as- 


sociation president, said there was only 
a "slight possibility of closing," but he 
said the directors were meeting Mon- 
day in Madison and would discuss the 
situation. He said the goal was 
primarily to awaken the public to the 


plight of the station operators. 


"We're not trying to hurt the public; 


we are the public," he said. "We're 
fighting the government." 


Zentner warned that the problems of 


the fuel industry would take their toll 
in other areas, such as the food in- 
dustry, in jobs in many phases of the 
economy and in prices in many areas. 
The problem is intertwined in other 
economic problems of the nation, he 
said. 


Clarence VanderPutten, president of 


the Fox Cities Retail Gasoline Dealers 
Association, explained the financial 
bind that some stations are in. With 
many stations down to receiving about 
80 per cent of the gasoline allocation of 
1972, they are receiving about 20 per 
cent Jess income, assuming that they 
still are maintaining the normal profit 
margin on a gallon of gasoline.

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Gunman 
gets drugs 
from store 


Several ounces of narcotic drugs in 


injectable, powder and tablet forms 
were taken in an armed robbery of the 
Ford Rexall Drug Store, 322 W. College

No shots were fired and no injuries 


resulted, although the robber took an 
18-year-old female clerk as a hostage 
for" a short time after he obtained the 
drugs. 
Police were continuing their search 


today for the suspect, described as 
"clean-looking" and in his 20s. 


Police gave these details of the rob- 


bery: 
The man entered the store and 


browsed in the aisles, declining help 
from the clerk. 


After several minutes, he went to the 


rear counter, where the clerk was as- 
sisting the only other customer, an 
Appleton woman who was having a 
prescription filled. 


The man then pulled out a long 


barreled pistol and pushed the cus- 
tomer behind the counter, where he 
ordered her and the clerk to get down 
onto the floor. He said he didn't want to 
hurt anyone. 


The robber ordered the druggist to 


give him the morphine, codeine and 
other hard drugs. While the druggist 
was getting the items from a storage 
cabinet, the robber became impatient 
and ordered him to hurry and give him 
everything. 


The drugs were placed in a paper bag 


by the robber, who then took the clerk 
with him as a hostage. He told the 
druggist to wait five minutes before he 
called anyone, a statement similar to 
that used by a robber who took $50 in 
narcotics at Morton's Drug Store in 
Neenah last Saturday. 


After the two were outside, they 


climbed a small embankment by the 
rear alley and walked across the post 
office parking lot to Washington Street, 
where the robber instructed the clerk to 
walk east.

Chief Earl Wolff did last year —if they 
get the approval of the committee 
overseeing their department opera- 
tions.

In-state 
sessions, on the other hand, are of value 
to department heads, he said. His policy- 
puts emphasis on encouraging atten- 
dance at in-state sessions.

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DNR hearings on air pollution orders 


MENASHA —Eleven firms, including 


the Menasha Electric and Water Utili- 
ties and Neenah-Menasha sewerage 
commission, have been called to a 
public hearing to fire progress reports 
on complying with Department of Na- 
tural Resource air pollution abatement 
orders. 


The hearings, set for March 18 in 


Green Bay, were directed by Thomas 
Frangos, DNR environmental protec- 
tion division administrator. 


Air pollution abatement orders were 


issued to the utility on AprU 16, 1973, 
and to the sewerage commission on 
April 9 but that one was amended on 
Oct. 30. 


Gary Kuberski, air pollution engineer 


at the DNR's Lake Michigan district 
office in Green Bay, explained that the 
orders direct that federal clean air 
standards be met by May, 1975. 


The DNR has been designated to 


handle compliance with the Federal 
Environmental Protection Agency dic- 
tates to put controls or eliminate 
smokestacks 
which are pumping 


more-than-allowed paniculate into the 
air. 


Steps have already been taken by the 


sewerage commission and utility to 
alleviate the problem. 


The commission, in plant expansion 


plans, intends to discontinue the use of 
its incinerator, while the utility has just
